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Tailhook scandal concludes; 


central figures leave Navy

WASHINGTON — None of the 
dozens of Navy officers accused in 
the debauchery that became known 
simply as Tailhook ever faced trial. 
Instead, the sex scandal cut short the 
careers of top Navy brass and the 
female officer who blew the whistle. 

After more than two years of 
Tailhook accusations, investigations 
and recriminations, one of the Navy’s 
most embarrassing chapters ended, 
claiming as a casualty Adm. Frank B. 
Kelso Il, the service’s highest-ranking 
officer. 

Kelso said: his mission has been to 
put right what had gone wrong in the 
seafaring service. 

On Tuesday he announced he will 
leave the Navy in April, two months 
before his normal retirement date, so 
the service can close the book on an 
ugly scandal. 

“T think this is the end of Tailhook,” 
Kelso said. 

The. story began on Sept. 5, 1991 at 
a Las Vegas Hilton hotel where about 
1,500 men and women gathered for 
the 35th annual convention of the 
Tailhook Association, so named for 
the device that arrests aircraft landing 
on Navy carriers. ; 

The gathering was billed as a sym- 
posium on naval aviation issues, and 
top Navy and Marine Corps leaders 


gave speeches during the three-day 
event. After hours, in third-floor hall- 
ways, dozens of women were pushed 
through a “gauntlet” of drunken, 
groping male aviators. 

Some of the women later told offi- 
cials they feared they would be gang 
raped and that no one intervened to 
help them. 

An April 1993 Defense Department 
report described the atmosphere this 
way: 


“Many attendees viewed the annual 


conference as a type of “free fire 
zone’ wherein they could act indis- 
criminately and without fear of cen- 
sure or retribution in matters of sexual 
conduct and drunkenness.” 

Navy leaders in Washington imme- 
diately denounced the activities and 
severed the service’s long ties to the 
Tailhook Association, although the 
Navy’s inspector general later report- 
ed that the hallway gauntlet was a ser- 
vice tradition well known to senior 
Navy officers and had come to be 
viewed as acceptable. 

Three months after the event, the 
Navy permanently relieved Rear 
Adm. Jack Snyder of his command 
for failing to respond appropriately to 
Tailhook sex-abuse complaints. Two 
other admirals lost their jobs for fail- 
ing to aggressively investigate the 
scandal, although both were allowed 
to retire in grade. 


The scandal gained momentum 
when rumors arose that H. Lawrence 
Garrett III, the Navy secretary, had 
been present when some of the 
Tailhook misconduct-took place. 
Garrett denied it, but on June 26, 
1992, he resigned and accepted 
responsibility for, “leadership failure” 
that allowed the scandal to occur. 

The woman who first took the 
Tailhook charges public — Lt. Paula 
Coughlin, a Navy helicopter pilot — 
said this month she was resigning 
from the service. She said that “covert 


attacks” on her for publicizing the ° 


scandal “stripped me of my ability to 
serve.” é 

Charges against the marine captain 
she had accused of harassing her were 
dropped last year after prosecutors 
concluded she had identified the 
wrong man. 


' Last October, Navy Secretary John 


Dalton ordered Vice Adm. Richard 
Dunleavy reduced in rank after he had 
retired as head of naval air warfare. 
He was, Dalton said, more to blame 
for Tailhook than any other individual 
in the service. 

Dalton also issued letters of censure 
to two other senior officers, Rear 
Adm. Riley Mixson, who was 
Dunleavy’s deputy at the time of the 
Tailhook convention, and Dunleavy’s 
counterpart in the Naval Reserve, 
Rear Adm. Wilson Flagg.

LILLEHAMMER, Norway — Two 
races, two gold medals, two surprising 
winners: The U.S. ski team is turning a 
lack of respect into a lode of medals. 

The revived skiers collected their second 
gold in as many races Tuesday with anoth- 
er unlikely medalist — Diann Roffe- 
Steinrotter. 

The skier, the “old timer” of the 
women’s team at 26, picked up her Super- 
G gold on a day when the grande dame of 
the Olympics scored a bronze. 

Finland’s 38-year-old Marja-Liisa 
Kirvesniemi, competing in her record- 
tying sixth Olympics, finished third in 
cross-country skiing. 

Defending gold medalist Donna 
Weinbrecht qualified for the finals in 


mogul skiing, while U.S. luger Cammy 
Myler skidded out of medal contention. 
And skater Tonya Harding began her long 
trip to Lillehammer. 

The U.S. hockey team still hasn’t won. 
The Americans tied Slovakia 3-3, follow- 
ing the same script as their first game: A 


third-period comeback fueled by two late . 


goals, 

It marked the first time since 1984 that 
the U.S. failed to win one of its first two 
games. 

The 1984 team finished seventh after 
opening with two losses. 

“T’m very proud that we’ve come back 
from a two-goal deficit in two consecutive 
games,” U.S. coach Tim Taylor said. “It 
shows we have a lot of heart. What we 
have to work on is not getting ourselves in 
that position.”

BYUSA candidates 
square off in debate

During a BYUSA presidential 
debate Tuesday at the Cougareat, 
the team of Matt Cowley and 
Kamie Hobbs emphasized their 
experience within the organization, 
while the team of Stacie Lloyd and 
Brady Southwick addressed issues 
such as student-housing rates and 
increased interaction with the 
Student Advisory Council. 

To a crowd of about 70 students, 
the final two teams debated ques- 
tions and issues that were posed by 
interested students in attendance. 

In opening remarks, Matt Cowley 
suggested that the BYU Student 

’ Association should be coined the 
student service association. He said 
the organization is not meant for 
only one group of students, but for 
everyone involved in~ the 
University as a whole. 

Cowley’s running mate, Kamie 
Hobbs, discussed their plan to 
address real issues and turn owner- 
ship of BYUSA to the students. 

Speaking first for the opposing 
team, Brady Southwick said that 
under his leadership with running 
mate Stacie Lloyd, they would be 
more responsive to student sugges- 
tions rendering BYUSA more 
effective in implementing useful 
programs. i 

Southwick and Lloyd spoke of 


meeting with Provo Mayor George 
Stewart to organize a group that 
will represent students to deter- 
mine fair pricing with off-campus 
housing rent prices by meeting bi- 
monthly. 

Southwick also said he would © 
like “BYUSA programs changed 
to compete with entertainment 
around Provo.” 

Lloyd spoke of having a more 
open system with SAC to allow 
better organization between ser- 
vices within the association. 

While Southwick didn’t mention 
appealing to a specific group of 
students, Cowley said his cam- 
paign plans to cater more toward - 
“the few groups who are dissatis- 
fied” with BYUSA. 

These groups specifically include 
international/multicultural groups 
as well as married students. and 
parents, he said. 

Such groups should “become 
more a part of BYUSA life,” 
Cowley said. He added that child 
care was one issue that needed to 
be addressed. 

“One-third of the BYU popula- 
tion is married” which makes 
child-care an important issue, 
Hobbs said. 

Southwick argued it was an issue 
that “needs to be researched.” 

Lloyd said, “The solution is more 
than just dropping kids off while 
parents go to class.”

Sarajevans venture out into open streets 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — After six days of peace, Sarajevo’s sur- 
vivors are doing the unthinkable. 

At one of the city’s deadliest intersections on snow-caked Sniper Alley, three 
war-maimed men pushed a legless comrade in a wheelchair. 

At any other time in the Bosnian capital’s 22-month-old siege, they would 
have been halted by Serb snipers in surrounding skyscrapers or gunners 
perched on Mount Trebevic looming over southern Sarajevo. 

Now, the streets, even the most dangerous, are full. Instead of running across 
perilous open spaces, people walk. 

Despite heavy snowfall, Sarajevans are out visiting friends they have not seen 
for months, scouring stores for food or merely out for a stroll towing children 
on sleds. 

“T’m walking down this street for the first time in two years,” 
Pleho, as he pushed Omer Velic in a wheelchair. 

Pleho and two friends, all veterans of the war who were wounded in 1992, 
walked with the aid of artificial limbs. They all were on a 3-mile trip for mea- 
ger food rations from an organization for wounded veterans. 


Clinton pushes ‘3 strikes’ policy in Ohio 


LONDON, Ohio — President Clinton urged Congress to pass a “three strikes 
and you’re out” bill which would require a life sentence for anyone convicted 
three times of violent crimes — if the third conviction was on a federal charge 
— Tuesday, at the Ohio Peace Officers Training Academy. 

Although the Senate has passed the bill, the House has approved its own anti- 
crime legislation that is not a three-strikes measure. 

The president promised to follow up on plans to reduce the evenmen’ S 
work force by 252,000 by the turn of the century “and put the entire amount we 
save into crime fighting. I think it’s a good swap.” 

“We want to challenge every American to ... put the values of work and fami- 
ly and community back at the center of the lives of our young people before it 
is too late for them,” he said. 


Inmate pleads guilty to Florida murders 


GAINESVILLE, Fla. — A drifter already serving life in prison entered a sur- 
prise plea of guilty Tuesday to the 1990 murders of five college students. 

Danny Harold Rolling, 39, of Shreveport, La., now faces a sentencing hearing 
to determine whether he will be sent to the electric chair. 

“These crimes warrant the death penalty,” State Attorney Rod Smith said. 

The plea came just as the court was preparing to select a jury. Starting today, 
a jury will be chosen to hear the penalty phase of the trial and recommend the 
sentence for Rolling. The judge will make the final decision. 

Rolling is already serving several life sentences in Florida State Prison as a 
career criminal for robberies and burglaries. 

The primary evidence against Rolling was DNA, the genetic blueprints left 
behind by blood and semen, fibers, and confessions, including a handwritten 
confession signed by Rolling. 


Judge says abortion plaintiffs must pay 


SALT LAKE CITY — Abortion rights attorneys asked a federal judge 
Tuesday to reconsider awarding attorney fees to the state in an abortion lawsuit, 
saying it was an “outrage” for him to deem their case frivolous. 

U.S. District Judge Dee Benson upheld Utah’s 1993 statute, which requires 
women to receive counseling about the nature of abortion and alternatives, then 
wait 24 hours before undergoing the procedure. 

In his Feb. 1 order, Benson ordered the plaintiffs to pay all court costs on the 
grounds the suit was frivolous and an abuse of the court because the U.S. 
Supreme Court already had upheld a nearly identical law in Pennsylvania. 

The Utah lawsuit was filed by two abortion providers, several women and 
four doctors and backed by the New York Center for Reproductive Law & 
Policy. 

The predominantly Republican Utah Legislature enacted’ the waiting period 
law, modeled after the Pennsylvania law, in 1993, two years after it had passed 
a strict anti-abortion law that ultimately was found unconstitutional by a federal 
judge. 

This latest statute went into effect Feb. 3.

Provo City increasing some employees’ wages

The Provo City Council voted 4-3 
Tuesday night to raise the pay range 
for the Provo city energy director, 
chief administrative officer and coun- 
cil executive director. 

After a round-table discussion, the 
council decided in order to increase 
the chances of attracting qualified 
candidates for the vacant energy 
director position, the pay range would 
have to be increased to match the 
average pay for comparative. posi- 
tions. 

The salary for these officers are far 
below state and national average and 
the pay raise is long overdue, said 
Provo Mayor George O. Stewart. 

“We can’t get the caliber candidate 
for energy director unless we are will- 
ing to pay at least an average salary,” 
Stewart said. 

The decision does not automatically 
increase the salary of these officers, 
but it does give Provo city the power 
to raise their wages, said David Rail, 
council chairman. 

The application process closed 
Tuesday night in the search for a-new 
Energy Director for Provo. The city 
received approximately 130 applica- 
tions for the opening. 

“The council may be putting the cart 
in front of the horse on this issue,” 
said councilmember, Greg Hudnall. 
“Tt wouldn’t have hurt to wait and see 
whether the applicants we have now 
for energy director are qualified.” 

“The applicants for the position 
were aware that the pay range would 
likely be raised,” Stewart said. “If the 
city did not raise the range, they 
would likely lose the most qualified 
applicants,” he said. 
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The other two positions pay ranges 
were increased so their salaries com- 
pare with other director’s salaries, 
said Rail. The range. would actually 
only increase their salary by about 
$1,000, he said. 

The city would like to encourage 
directors to increase longevity in their 
positions, said councilmember Shari 
Holweg. It would not be a huge 
incentive, but it would help slow 
down the turnover in the director 
positions, she said. 

The former energy director resign 
earlier this year because of conflict 
over a policy stating that city employ- 
ees must live in the boundaries of

Commissioner Cecelia H. Foxley 
said in The System Summary, “While 
we are not likely to get our full 
request, it is important for the gover- 
nor and the legislature to understand 
the budgetary needs at our nine insti- 
tutions,” 

“That’s more than higher education 
has ever gotten in one year,” Tarbox 
said of the governor’s request. The 
amount the legislature gives is a func- 
tion of the state of the economy, he 
said. 

The Executive Appropriations 
Committee of the legislature has com- 
mitted $25 million for higher educa- 
tion. This is a $6 million reduction 
from what the governor recommend- 
ed. 

The reason the legislature is with- 
holding money comes from their 
skepticism in the continuance or relia- 
bility of the money. The legislature 


thinks the increase in money is a 
“blip” rather than a “trend” partly due 
to all the new construction, Tarbox 
said. 

“Tt is a bigger budget than higher 
education: has had but they’ve been 
absorbing huge numbers of students 


‘each year,” Tarbox said. “The gover- 


nor is against the tax cut this year. He 
thinks it’s premature, but if revenues 
continue to be as high as they’ve 
been, he’ll support one in the future.” 
The state is growing so rapidly the 
governor thinks it is imperative higher 
education is given this additional 
money immediately, Tarbox said. 
They’ve been struggling for the last 
four years. Tarbox said higher educa- 
tion is growing about 6 to 8 percent 
per year — possibly faster than any 
other state in the union — so addi- 
tional money is not enough to absorb 
new students. 
“Members of the legislature have said 
for years ‘if we only have more 
money, we’d do it,’” Tarbox said. 


“This is a year we have it and the 
governor thinks we ought to follow 
through on the promise.” 

Higher education turned students 
away for the first year, Tarbox said. 
Usually the schools compensate for 
additional students by sacrificing the 
quality of education with larger class- 
es and part time teachers. 

How much money is allotted 
depends on a possible tax cut. Some 
members of legislature want a tax cut. 

“If there is a tax cut, there’s no 
chance of higher education getting 
$31 million,” Tarbox said. 

Other members don’t want to do a 


tax cut but question the reliability of © 


the money. 

Still another group, of which the 
governor is a part, says if this money 
was present a year ago, higher educa- 
tion would have received the $31 mil- 
lion, so we should give them this 
money.

“T wanted to be alternative, not just 
mainstream,” Fox said. “The mall is 
sterile.” 

Most of the clothes are from 
Southern California, with two lines 
from Spokane, Wash., so it’s definite- 
ly West Coast apparel, Fox said. He 
said he tries to re-create the laid-back 
environment of alternative clothing 
stores in his home state of Hawaii. 

Without the overhead charge at the 
mall, Fox can sell his unique clothing 
for less than they would cost at the 
mall, he said.

Fox, who enjoys graphic art, 
designed the Squid line himself. He

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Nationally low blood supply 
cause for concern and action

The blood supply levels from the past winter have been the lowest since 
World War II. Although Utah was not one of the top 20 states listed by 
the American Red Cross to have blood shortages, as pacncane we 


should be concerned. 


Here at BYU, BYUSA and various other groups organize blag drives 
every semester. The cites are centrally located on campus and easily 


- accessible to students. Participation has been good, but could be better. 


Included with the reasons for the national shortage of blood is a process 
called autologous trensfusion, meaning that people are encouraged by 
physicians and other health officials to give their own blood for them- 
selves in advance of undergoing elective surgery. 

While this is a beneficial and safer medical practice, it has lead to an 
attitude of selfishness. People are not willing to give. because they 
assume if they ever need blood, they will use their own. 

Other reasons for the blood shortage include the arctic temperatures in 
the East, a high flu epidemic, unemployment and fear of AIDS. 

In a community where we are taught to be charitable and many main- 
tain strict standards of health, we hold a responsibility to give of our- 


selves for the benefit of Others. 


We should not become part of the problem, but rather an example and a 
force for the overall benefit of the nation. 
We can help by first giving-blood and then by encouraging others to 


give. 


Blood bank officials have said not enough younger Americans are 
replacing older Americans as blood donors. The majority of BYU stu- 
dents are included in the “younger American” category. 

Lack of time is probably the greatest deterrent for BYU students to give 
blood, but a priority needs to be set by each person that can give.

Disclose abortion facts 


To the Editor, 
Dr. Joel Btind, professor of biology, chem- 
istry and endocrinology at Baruch College, 


City College of New York, has written 


nationally concerning the breast-cancer-abor- 
tion connection. 

Professor Brind asks the question: why 
don’t abortion providers tell pregnant young 
women (especially with.a family history of 
breast cancer) the news: that having an abor- 
tion increases their life-time breast cancer 
risk? 


By 1970, when World Health Organization 


data from four countries “suggested increased 
risk associated with abortion,” a red flag 
should have gone up in front of the green 
light of Roe v. Wade. 

Many other studies (mostly on spontaneous 
abortion) also suggested increased risk, and in 
1981, a University of Southern California 
study found a 140 percent increased breast 
cancer risk among young women who had 
elected to abort their first pregnancy. 

On the East Coast, the 1989 computer reg- 
istry study by the New York Department of 
Health showed a 90 percent risk increase for 
women with any abortions and 300 percent 
for those with two consecutive abortions! 

These findings ‘were echoed by studies in 
Russia, Japan, Denmark and France. 

The theory here is consistent: Surging estro- 
gen of early pregnancy makes breast tissue 
(normal and abnormal) grow. 

Late in pregnancy, other hormones make the 
tissue permanently less susceptible to cancer, 
conferring the known protective effect of an 
early first childbirth.

Kashif Fakhruddin, president of the

Muslim Student Association, said 
Cowley’s involvement in the commu- 
nity services and preference for 
diverse cultures are the two reasons 
that made him support Cowley.

Southwick/Lloyd want voice 
for students in Provo affairs

BYUSA presidential candidate 
Brady Southwick met with Provo City 
Mayor George Stewart Friday, to dis- 
cuss the creation of a student advisory 
board to give BYU students better 
representation with city officials. 

“T’d like to see BYUSA deal with 
issues concerning — students,” 
Southwick said. “The big concern is 
that students pay a lot for housing, 
and it is hard to find — especially for 
married students.” 

Southwick said if BYU used its eco- 
nomic power it could change zoning 
laws to create more high residential 
zones, enabling contractors to build 
more student housing. By increasing 
the supply of student housing, 
Southwick felt the current high 
demand would decrease and the rent 
expenses would go down. 

“T can’t promise that we’ll do it, but 
I promise that we are trying our hard- 
est,” Southwick said. ; 

Stewart felt BYU students are a 
under-represented voice in the city. 

“As a student, if you have a com- 
plaint, where do you go?” Stewart 
said. : 

With a student advisory board, if 
anyone in a neighborhood has a.con- 
cern they could go to.a chairman that 
represents their neighborhood, 


Stewart said. 

“There are a lot of citizens or resi- 

dents who can’t vote, such as foreign 
students or students from out of state, 
but I feel I represent them just as 
much as those that can vote,” Stewart 
said. 
_ Stewart suggested forming an advi- 
sory board comprised of several BYU 
students including one or two 
BYUSA representatives. 

“If the advisory board worked out a 
system to get feedback from the stu- 
dents, they would be a conduit and 
could have a big impact,” Stewart 
said. 

He said some students had men- 
tioned concerns and asked the city to 
get involved with BYU’s off-campus 
housing policy. 

Stewart said the city has the respon- 
sibility to inspect rental property in 
order to assure renters that it is safe 
and clean. 

“Adequate parking is another big 
issue students would like some say 
in,” Stewart said. 

When asked about the feasibility of 


lowering rental expenses, Stewart 


said, “I don’t believe in rent control. I 
think the market needs to determine 
that, but the city can influence supply 
and-demand as far.as-housing goes.” 
Stewart said expanding supply 
dampens demand and through market 
mechanisms, would lower the price. ° 


The city wasn’t really excited at first 
about the Wymount Terrace married 
student housing project because they 
thought it would interfere with the 
market and result in too much compe- 
tition, Stewart said. 

Stewart said now there’s so much 


demand he favored more Wymount- — 


type housing and felt it wouldn’t 
result in too much competition. 

“T think we need to even up the sup- 
ply and demand, and I'd like to work 
with BYU on expanding housing,” 
Stewart said. 

“Utah’s economy is going so well 
that many property owners have the 
opportunity to re-finance,” said Stacie 
Lloyd, Southwick’s vice-presidential 
running mate. “They’re getting a 
break on interest, and yet we don’t 
see any of that.” 

“Students are angry about housing,” 
Lloyd said. 

“When we went knocking door to 
door at Riviera, they were all steam- 


ing mad that their rent goes up $15 in. 


the fall.” 

“Some of the people are getting new 
carpet, but that place has been paid 
off for years.— it doesn’t make 
sense,” Lloyd said. “There’s power in 
numbers. We’ve got’30,000 students 
here. This issue-affects everyone. 

“Tf students rally together with 
BYUSA as ringleader, we have the 
potential to make something happen.”

to go undefeated on slopes

RINGEBU, Norway — Diann 
Roffe-Steinrotter had already waited 
nine years. And now she had to wait 
another 90 minutes. 

Roffe-Steinrotter erased nearly a 
decade of futility Tuesday by winning 
the women’s super-giant 
slalom at the Olympics. The 
victory came two days after 
Tommy Moe’s win in the 
first Alpine event, the 
men’s downhill. 

The score on the mountain 
now: USA 2, Everybody 
Else 0. 

“What an inspiration,” 
Roffe-Steinrotter said. “He 
skied brilliantly, and I said, 
‘I can do that, too.’ ... This 
is hot, pretty hot.” 

But when she flew down the 
Kvitfjell course in 1 minute, 22.15 
seconds, the first of 57 racers, she had 
no way of knowing just how hot her 


. time was. 


She leaned on her ski poles, her face 
expressionless as she watched the 
scoreboard, sometimes alone, some- 
times with other Americans. 
Occasionally, she chatted with a racer 
from another country. Some 
Norwegian folk singers serenaded 
her, and a trio of guys in troll suits did 
a jig by the finish area. 

Finally, the last skier with a chance 


to beat her finished and Roffe- - 


Steinrotter had the gold. 

Two teammates lofted her onto their 
shoulders and paraded her around the 
finish area — a 5-foot-4-inch, 132- 
pound trophy of persistence and 
determination. 

“I think this is the best day of my 
career,” she said. 

Svetlana Gladisheva of Russia took 
the silver in 1:22.44, while Isolde 
Kostner of Italy won the bronze in 
1:22.45. 

Roffe-Steinrotter knew her time 
might not hold on the 2,035-meter 
Kvitfjell course. Still to come were 
defending World Cup overall champi- 
on Anita Wachter of Austria, defend- 
ing Olympic super-G champion 
Deborah Compagnoni of Italy, 
German downhill star Katja 
Seizinger, and Bibiana Perez, another 
red-hot Italian. 

Wachter’s time was 1:23.01. Safe, 
so far. Then came Compagnoni, ski- 
ing fifth. The 23-year-old Italian star 
was all over the course and had some 
trouble with a small jump near the 
bottom. Her time was 1:23.54. 

Still, there was no smile on Roffe- 
Steinrotter’s face.

When the Gestapo finally caught 
the four boys they were sure an 
adult was in charge of their activi- 
ties. 

“For the longest time the Gestapo 
was:certain that there must be an 
adult involved ... and interviewed 
every adult the boys knew,” Tobler 
said. 

In the end no adult was discovered 
and the boys were put on trial. 

The three boys were sentenced to 


before and don’t think many other 
people had either,” Keele said. 
Keele began to learn as much as 
he could about this young man who 
attempted to destroy the Nazi party 
through the power of the pen. 

Huebener’s story was kept alive 
because another young man from 
Hamburg wrote about Huebener for 
a class report. This report was where 
Grass got the idea for his book. 

Over the next three years Keele 
did little more than read what others 
had written about Huebener. It was 
not until 1974 that Keele made a 
startling discovery. 

“T remember sitting in my office 
looking outside at the snow when I 
got.an idea. 

“These were members of the 
church, and I bet some immigrated 
to Salt Lake,” Keele said. 

Keele immediately grabbed the

Keele called Schnibbe and told 
him about his interest.

That conversation began a friend- 
ship that has lasted 20 years. 

With help from Professor Douglas 
Tobler of the History Department, 
Keele collected information detail- 
ing the story of four boys who were 
willing to give up everything to 
spread the truth. Keele and Tobler 
recorded interviews, collected pho- 
tographs, documents, and even dis- 
covered the Gestapo’s file on 
Huebener. 

Since then, Keele and Tobler have 
been involved in the publishing of 
Schnibbe’s autobiography, various 
professional articles, and a play 
entitled ““Huebener.”

United States to impose first sanctions against Japar

WASHINGTON — The Clinton 
administration accused Japan on 
Tuesday of a “clear cut and serious” 
violation of a cellular phone trade 
agreement and took the first step 
toward imposing millions of dollars 
of punitive tariffs. 

U.S. Trade Representative Mickey 
Kantor refused to discuss what other 
retaliation was being contemplated 
but he left no doubt that the adminis- 
tration planned to keep pressure on 
Japan to lower its $60 billion trade 
surplus with America. 

“All we’re asking for is a two-way 
street, that their markets be compara- 
bly open to our markets,” Kantor said. 

“We hope we can achieve that by 
the various actions we’ll take over the 
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next few months.” 

Congressional sources said they 
expected the administration to 
announce either Wednesday or 
Thursday that it was re-implementing 
a lapsed section of U.S. trade law that 
provides for retaliatory tariffs against 
countries deemed to be “unfair 
traders” if negotiations fail to open 
the markets. 

Kantor said he determined that 
Japan had failed to live up to the 
terms of a 1989 agreement in which it 
had promised to open its cellular 
phone market to Motorola Inc. 

Kantor said this was a “classic case 
of the determination of Japan to keep 
its markets closed, particularly to 
leading-edge U.S. products.” 

Kantor said the United States would 
publish in the next 30 days a list of

A new politica) order in the East and 
the possibility of the first combat 
action since its establishment in 1949 
is forcing the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization to re-examine its pur- 
pose for existence. 

NATO’s continued existence has 
been questioned because of the 
accomplished goal — the defense of 
Western Europe against Soviet threat. 

Rep. Ike Skelton, D-Mo., suggested 
to the Senate Jan. 25 that NATO 


expand to offering protection to the 


former Eastern Block. 
“They are properly concerned about 
developments in Russia, especially 


* the Russian military’s new doctrine 
that seeks to re-establish Russian con- . 


trol over the former Soviet Union,” 
Skelton said. 

Stan Taylor, professor of political 
science at BYU, said the alliance’s 
charter goes beyond the goal of pro- 
tection from the East. 

He said the treaty is a “selective 
security system.” 

“Tt doesn’t matter where the threat 
comes from,” Taylor said. “Each 
member has pledged to come to the 
aid of the others if threatened by a 
force outside the alliance.”
